To Erect a Fence At Rear of 
Lot Would Be Breach Of 
•'' Law , ■ • 



"Tom Fool" legislation and "Tommy 
Rot" were expressions apidled by Aitl- 
ermen Henderson and Turner to a by- 
law prepared by the city solicitor and 
considered last night by tiie city coun- 
cil. Tho measure, a by-law to regulate 
subdivisions of city lands, iJrlvate 
streets and lanes and street' lines and 
to amend the local improvemeat gen- 
eral by-law, has been before the coun- 
cil since latt year, but has been held 
over until certain powers desired by 
the city were ' secured firotii the last 
legislature. 

Tlie criticism leveled at tho legal 
advisor of the city vV^B occasioned by 
one ol tb.o sections relating to the ne- 
ceswliy of property owners, betoi'e 
erecting a fence along the street line, 
to secure f;-om the engineer the ])ro- 
per line. The BCetlon says that before 
beginning to construct any fence front- 
ing on any street in tlie city written 
ajiplieatioii must be made to the city 
engineer by the owner of the property, 
or hl'i agent, for the proper street 
lines and a fee not exceeding $5 paid. 
No foe Is necessary where the foqce 
to be ereoted'ls'oij^proRet^y within the 
lira limits nor where It. Is hot neces- 
sar> for the eriglneer , to g, upon the 
land to locate the iiroper lines, Any 
person commencing to locate such 
fence without liist securing the street 
line shall bo liable to a penalty, oh 
conviction, not exceeding J200, and In 
addition", the fence shall bo removed at 
tho expense of the owner. •' ,' '. '' 
■ Criticizes Measurt).. 
Aid.' Turner pointed' out that the 
prtivlslou Says nothing an' to .whether 
the fence shall encroach ,i!POn the 
highway. . .Supposing J an,- pwner want- 
ed to put Ills fence back^a few Inches 
or ten feet, ho, under-.this.byrlaw would 
be liable to the fine, and as no limit 
can bo tixed a man's back fence 'would 
be a breach of the by-law. 

City Solicitor Mann commenced to 
point ou' the dllllcuitu which has arisen 
in the past over abutting premises, but 
Aid. Turner, while willing to admit that 
in ciise;; whore an owner built his 
fenoj on the street lie should be liable 
chaiacterized the regulation, as dratt- 
pd, as a "blame fool" provision. 

Wlion Aid. Henderson asked the city 
solicP.or what ^vould happen , it an 
owner built his fence a distance back 
from the street lino, and he was told 
that that porUon without tho fence 
would revert to the city, tho 
ward Ave" repreBentatlve became high- 
ly Indignant at what he • termed a 
senseless opinion, . and one which, ho 
was certain, could never bo upheld In 
law. Finally the section passed, the 
city solicitor stating thatfor years the 
city has been applying to tho legisla- 
ture for just that very power. 
The whole measure, ho explained, is 
meri'ly making law. OH what has bdcn 
the regular practice of the coupcll in 
times past. 

Subdivision Plans, 
The other sections of the measure 
provide that all plans showing new 
sulidivi.'^ion.s affecting city highways, 
or showing any now streets or lanes, 
shall 1)0 deposited with tlie city engi- 
nei.'r together with fee of not less 
than $2 nor more than %'^ for admini.s- 
tratlve expens<'s and such plan shall 
be considered by tho streets commit- 
tee of tlie council. In cases where tho 
streets or lanes on the. plan hfVVe not 
hitherto been demarked or shown on 
any plan the council nnay Insist on the 
boundaries being proved before tho 
plan is passed. Tho name or names 
of the owner or owners making the 
subdivision as well as tho names of 
otlier owners in the subdivision must 
be shown on the plan. All streets 
on a jjlaii of subdivision must be sl.xty- 
slx feet in widtli, or half streets of 
thirty-tliree feet in width, and in case 
■any street is in direct continuation 
of a street of a less width than sixty- 
six foot the committee shall make u 
recommendation to the council as to 
whether such n street shall be accept- 
ed. Where the plan shows a jog in 
any street tho owner must forward a 
written statement showing the Inex- 
pediency or Impossibility of avoiding 
such a Jog. Private roads and lanes 
shall be Indicated as such on tho plan 
and a iiotieo board marked "Pilvate 
Road" must be ere('ted at tdther end 
of such. In i'ases of owners or resi- 
dents of a street not heretofore taken 
over by the city desire local improve- 
ments or sewage, drainage or water 
conveniences the council may, before 
ordering such work, require the writ- 
ten application ajid consent of a ma- 
jority In number representing more 
than one half the assessed value of 
tho'lahds of the street to have such 
work done as works of local improve- 
ment within a certain time. Private 
lands and streets shall be kept clean 
and in cases' where tlie owner.s fall 
to do this the city can do the work 
and charge the coat to the owners, 
who shall be liable to a penalty of not 
less than $10 and not exceeding ?100. 
Com.nanlos Must Pay Cost. 
W\X.\\ regard to the removal of tele- 
phone, telegraph or eleofrlc poles or 
Other fixtures of public , p^rylc^ com- 
panies. In cases whoro local Irnprove- 
ment work Is contemplated, such 
work of removal shall be done by tho 
company concerned at Its own ex- 
pense. Other ])rovlslons of less im- 
portance are contained in the me.isure 
which was put through Its various 
stages and passed. 

The bylaw anienrtUig the Revenue 
Receipts Act providing for the raising 
of the age limit from "lO to fiO of those 
who can be celled upon to pay tho 
annual road tax of $2 was also passed. 
This authority was granted tho city 
by last year's legl.slaturo but has not 
been exercised until this year. The 
^ wording . o£ tho section nonplussed 



Alderman Turner, who again took oc- 
casion to" express himself in regard 
to the city solicitor's. lanei\aee,;,-whlch 
he dubbed ''slriiplyityotten^'' i"o 
latter explained that the language 
used in the bylaw is exactly that used 
in the act under which the city was 
granted power .to raise tho ageilmlt. 

An amendment to the Victoria AVest 
Arldtratlon bylaw, correcting several 
minor clerical errors in tlie first by- 
law and providing for the payment of 
the sums which havo already been ad- 
judged owing to the parties with 
whom tho city lias arbitrated ^vaa also 
considered and passed,

■crajs^ijad not been given an oppbrtunT;.'. 
J(yi::tq^jjBxamlne the measure, and Mr; 
j^ldrloh "replied that they cpuld make' 
their examination by Thursday. He 
also said that as the majority la re- 
sponsible for tho bill, its course iu 
hastening tho ri;port was warranted. 

As reported, the bill does not contain . 
all tlie changes in r.ates which the )in- 
ance committee proposed to make. Al- , 
thougli several important amendinonta, . 
such as the restoration of Dlngley 
rates on women's gloves and hosiery, 
the placing of works of art on the freo 
list, and the assessment of a duty ou 
iron ore. have been made, the fevenuo 
producing possibilities of tho Ijlll aro 
little changed. The increases arc pro- 
vided mainly in tho schedMle covering 
luxuries, the entire liquor schedule ber 
ing materially advanced. : .. 

■ Taxing Luxuries. 

Tho Incrca.ses on wines and spirits 
are expected to. bring in aboiit $3,000,-- 
000 additional revenue; Senator Ald- 
rlch stated that the committee realizes 
that the increase thus far recommend- 
ed will not be sufliclent to counter- 
balance the loss in revenues that will ; 
result from the reductions and tho 
lengthening of the free list. 'This short- ' 
age ■ will ..necessitate -.further; .increase 
on certain lujajries,' and; tHe?.c^^ 
intends' to report^-'some'^oh^ngetf-a-t' iin 
early day, whlph' it will- ask; thb' senate ^ 
to ado]>t.' In discussing: i the- revenue 
feature'ioE the bill. Senator AJdrlch' In-; 
slsted ' that ^a 'lt win be amended by ■ 
the senate the- Payne bill provides sufr 
flcleht' -iunds "to meet the expenses of 
the government without- resorting to ' 
apy but Import taxes. 

Besides the dutiable and free lists, 
the only additional provision of the 
Payne bill reported today was the 
Philippines freo trade provisions. While 
not changing the jiurposes of tlie 
Philippine section, the committee re- 
port Included a new draft of thjs pro- 
vision by which its oiieration will bo 
assured. It had been suggested that 
the provision for the free entry of 
300,000 tons of sugar and 300,000 
liounds, of tobacco would permit the 
importation under tlieso limitations of 
products <if neighboring islands through 
their importation into the Phlllppincts, 
fhis danger has been eliminated ' li'y 
making these products dutiable when- 
imported into tho PhillpplnoH. 

Cotton and Wool. 

Changes were made in tho cotton and 
wool schouulcs in the intorest largol.v 
of the manufacturers of cotton and 
woollen clothes. The action in tho 
linance coiiiniittee of maintaining tho. 
high rate of duty which it placed on 
tops at the time the DIngle.v bill was 
under consideration, and which now 
stands in the [irescnt law, will un- 
doubtedly reopen tlio controversy on 
wool schedules. The Intent of thq^ 
Dlngley law regarding the assessment 
of duties on cotton which' has been . 
carried out through a- change \n the , 
provision for the method to be used in 
counting the threads in cpttpfj. plofh^. 
Tlio new provision, and the re-ar.-t . 
rangement of the duties on .the varlbi/ft 
grades of clothes eliminated "the am-^ 
biguity which resulted in diniculties 
•in carrying out the iirovlsions of tho 
existl.ng law without changing tlie ad 
valorem equivalent of tlie specilio 
duties. 

B.y re.'Jtorlng tjic Dlngley r;ftos to 
barley and l.)arley malt and by r('duc- 
Ing the taxation of the breakfast table 
by cutting down the duties on eoffeu 
substitutes and iilacinj; cocoa on tlio 
free list, the senate amendments to the 
Payne bill present a bid for popular 
favor. The immerous increase in tliu 
agricultural schedule intended for tho 
protection of tlie Aniorieon farmer and 
lirovided for among tho amondments 
largely through the efforts of Senator 
McCumber, i\ now member of tho com- 
mittee from the west, were presented 
with a view to gaining favorable critl-. 
cism. 'j 
Free Petroleum Products, 

Washington, April 12. — The Houso 
was in Bes-sion two hours and fourteen ' 
mlnutps t-Jday.

Aid. Fullertori Objects 
Alderman Fullortoii,- before the meas- 
ure was oonsidc-rod, asked how tho 
r\ites for this year have been arrived 
at and whether it was tliu intention 
to secure a ju-oat from the operation 
of the department, or simply cover all 
charges for maiutenanco, interest and 
sinking fund, etc.' In I'JOS tho esti- 
mated revenue had been $80,000 and 
tlie cost of operation $0^,000, leaving 
the city a prolit of $17,O0U. This year 
tho estimated cost of oi)eration and 
other eluirgcs is estimated at ?S4,000, 
which on last year's estimated revenue 
would leave a dericit, but there will 
this year be a large number of new 
services, wliich will bring in an in- 
creased revenue and lie felt safe in 
saying tliat witli last year's rates this 
year's charges can be met. The city 
should not endeavor to .secure u profit 
out of tho sale of such a necessity as 
water. In the i.>ast the city has been 
making yearly a prolit, but to raise 
taxes on tlie water supply was not tho 
proper course. In the matter of meter- 
ing tho new rates call for a' minimum 
charge of one dollar for 2,000 gallons 
compared with 50 cents for 1,000 gal-' 
Ions last year. Tliero were verv many 
houses whoro tho 2,000 gallons per 
month will not be used. Yet tho fact 
that the consumer is being cliarged 
the dollar rate for that amount will 
lead, him to waste tho water. He 
urged that the rat$ remain as last year, 
fifty cents for 1,000 gallons for a rfesU 
dence. 

Rates May Bo Changed. 

\S'ater Commissioner Raymur stated 
that as it is the intention of tho city 
to meter all premises the rates now 
struck for unmetered premises would 
hold good only until tlio meters are 
installed. It would be dillicult to say 
Just What revenue will bo brouglit In 
under the meter system until the first 
■month's meter bills ai-e received, but 
the Iticrease would b.. about twenty 
per cent But In any case If found to 
be producing more money than ro- 
auired the rates can be very easily 
amended.y About one hundred services 
are being inatalled monthly though 
somo of these are old ones being ro- 
newccl. 

Tho consideration of the various pro- 
visions of the bylaw consumed nearly 
two houns. The majority of the pro- 
visions of tlio throe prior measures are 
Incorporated in tlie I) resent . measure. 
Regulations as to the installation of 
pro))er connections for sprinkling 
lawns, cost of putting hi connections, 
the liability of an owner where a con- 
nection Is placed on a paved street to 
Iiay the cost of tearing up and relay- 
ing the ijavenient and a great many 
other points were debated and passed. 
The measure was put tlirough its vari- 
ous stages and will be iinally reconsid- 
ered and passed at tho next meeting 
of tlio council.

lower -Mainland. 'Jl'Ue merits of what 



was .'known as the Do Cosmos scheme 
were great, and Victoria has sulTcred 
seriously because it was never carried 
Into- effect as fully as he Intended. 
This involves railway ferriage from 30 
to 40 miles, according to the point on 
the Mainland which Is chosen as the 
ferry terminus. If English Bluff is 
selected, the f9^fc{n'eir|;t?^uld: be the dis- 
tance; If Semiahinoo''Bay', the' latter. 
This is very mucli shorter than the 
ferries on I,ake3 Michigan and Erie. 
The ferry operated on the former by 
the Pere Marquette railway Is 70 miles, 
and occasionally !)5-mllc trips are 
mado.'..',^Tho ferry route on Lake Erio 
Is' about"- 75 miles.' The now ferry re- 
cently installed -across- the Baltic to 
convey ■trains from StociUiolni to Ger- 
man points Is CO miles long. In con- 
nec^tlon with car-ferries -the rise and 
fall of the tides have to be taken Into 
account, not because the loading of 
cars on a ferry is impossible where tiie 
Qifference iietwecn high and low tide 
Is extr(Mrie. but It is necessarily an eas- 
ier matter to overcome the difilculty 
when the difference between high anil- 
low water Is not very great. There are 
no tides of course on the Great Lakes 
and tlie difference between the level ot 
tlie water at different seasons of the 
year is a negligible quantity. There 
are "no tides, properly so called, in the 
Baltic, but that jiart of the sea w-here 
the ferry crosses is sulijeet to con- 
slderublo changes of level. The true 
ocean tides hardly pass within tho 
Donlsh archipelago, but when a strong 
castCTly wind Is blowing down tlie Bal- 
tic Sea, the water is driven beffire it 
and meeting an obstacle in tlie way 
of the islands and ilio ocean tides out- 
aide, it is heaped up at times sufflc- 
lently to overflow Uie lowlands along 
the coast. These variations of level 
are of uncertain occurrence and dura- 
tion. Ill respect to storms the Strait 
of Georgia does not lose by comparison 
with tho Great Laltes, where exceed- 
ingly serious -weather is sometimes en- 
countered, and in this resiiect tlie Bal- 
tic is very much more unfavoralile for 
the use of ferries, being very much 
subject to sudden and 'Severe storms. 
As ail Colonist readers know, from 
Sidney to the eastern opening of Ac- 
tive Pass, the water Is so sheltered 
that heavy weather has little el'fect 
upon it. The Gulf is sometimes ciuile 
rough, but we doubt if there is a day 
on record when any sea-worthy steam- 
er wouldr'haVe to 'seek shelter. Tii'o 
rise and 'tall -of the tide at the Sand 
Heads oft- 'the.vtpoutli of the l,'ras(;r 
never exceeds fifteen feet, and exaniln- 
ation of the tide tables for tlie .current 
year do not disclose a greater rise 
tliSt 14 ft., -y In. -J'hls 'is not -such a 
difference ot level as would afford any 
ob.stacle to the handling of car-forrlcs. , 
Under these circumstances, we may 
fairly claim tliat there are. no diflicul- 
ties in the^way.o.f regular and contin- 
uous car-ferry service between Victoria 
and the lower Mainland hy way of 
.Sidney. 

The next question to be con.<;Idcred 
Is if tliere is any reason w-liy a trans- 
continental railway should seek such 
a connection with this city as a part 
of Its regular dally service. The Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway maintains a daily 
steamship service, and it is one of the 
liighest type. It maintains a more or 
less regular car-ferry service for tho 
transportation of freight by way of 
Ladysmlth to Vancouver. The Victoria 
& Sidney Railway maintains an Inter- 
mittent car-ferry service from Sidney. 
We suppose that any railway comiiany 
which may build to Vancouver or to 
any point south ot the Fraser may be 
expected to maintain a regular connec- 
tion of some kind with Victoria. Thi' 
existing ser\-ic<; may possilily iic all 
that traffic warrants. It undoubtedly 
Is in respect to passenger travel be- 
tween this city and, Vancouver, but it 
is not what our merchants need as re- 
gards freight over "hither railway. It 
nay be as good as the companies oper- 
ating till- r.-ir-ferries ar.- justilied in 
giving. On this subject we are not 
going to make any argument, for our 
point Is as follows: 

The people of Victoria should devote 
their energy to tlie develoimient of the 
business suburbs of the city, so that It 
will be profitable for railway companies 
to establish a system of car-ferries, 
which will make this- city a transcon- 
tinental railway terminus In the fullest 
sense of the term. 

How Is tills to lie done-.' We think 
-.vliat lias Ij.en said in the previous ar- 
ticles of this series show.s that there 
is an abundance of natural resources 
to fiirnlsli business for more tlian one 
ri'Kular liiv of car-fc-i-rli-s, if oiilj- tliose 
resources were fully exjdolted. We 
claim that, confining our observations 
now only to the business suburbs of 
the city, those efforts should be 

(a) To bring about the construction 
f a i-allw-a.\- from this city to Jiarkley 

.Sound. 

(b) 'J"o bring about the opening of 
the nearby suburbs by means of elec- 
tric lines. 

If these thitigs wi-re done we would 
liave: 

S'ew sawmills manufacturing timber 
on a large scale for transportation to 
the Prairie provinces. . ^ 

I'ruli farms that would .furnlflh a 
lar.ifo amount of trafflc to any railway. 

We tliink it easily demonstrable that 
luiiila-r could !»• saw-n along the route 

r a railway from here to Uarkley 
Sound and be hauled to the markets 

f the Prairies . more advantageously 
and not more expensively tliat It can 
be saw-n and hauled from A'aiicouvi.-r. 
ir tliere is any place in the world 
through v,-lilcli it ought to be prolitable 
to fiulld a railway for the ]iuri)Ose of 
getting out Imnlx'r, it Is that part of 
Vancouver Island which would bo 

pem-d liy a railway from this city to 
liurUley aotijid. " ' ■ ^

best, and In the event of his not ac- 
cepting It, and he doubtless would not, 
he could make a statomont to Parlia- 
ment showing exactly what Mr. Bro- 
deur's iiosition Is.

So far as we have ob- 
served, no otlier paper in Canada has 
taken the position that either .Mr. Bro- 
deur's resignation or a full and explicit 
statement in regard to his relation to 
the wrong-doings of his officers ought 
to be forthcoming. Yet-to our way of 
thinking, this Is' the one Important 
factor In the ca.se. Canada la under a 
system of responsible government, and 
one phase of that system requires that 
some- minister shall, assume the; res- 
ponsibility for the manner In which 
every department of the iiiiblic service 
is carried on.

St. John, N. B., AprlV l'2.-^Early last 
spring the Hazen governrnent appoint- 
ed a commission to Investigate the af- 
fairs ot tho Central Hallway, a lino 
extending from Norton on tho Intor- 
CoTbnlal.' to Chlpman and thence to 
Mlhto in the Queens County coal fields, 
making a total of between fjfty^ and 
sixty miles. This road had .|i comiilli 
cated history involving numeroiiis pori- 
structlon companies, trustxCompahfeSf 
optlon-holdera and successive manag^K 
monts. ;< ;, . 

It changed hahds on different '.6cca- 
slonC finally' .hedomlng the property of 
tha. New Brunswick government. "Dur- 
Ing rgovernirient control, Hon. William 
Pugsley, as Attorii^y^Qeheral was an 
ex-offlclo director ''arid " was one of 
those having , a considbrahle share . ,lh' 
the manai^6itaeiit, .-^he' direct..' coh,trol 
for several years 'v/Ab. under ".George 
McAvlty, who flpured In- tho Mdyes 
dredging- itfEalr, and Senator KlhgV 
An Inquiry Ordered 
Tho Hazen gov.ornment on assuming 
power decided that the affairs of the 
Central wore marked by much loose- 
ness and ordered an enquiry. At this 
Investigation It developed that almost 
one' million dollars had been expended 
by -the government; that miich of this 
could not bo directly verified as 
vouchers had not. always been kept, 
and. that some, of those closely con- 
tieotM with th'e dftalr's ' of the ' road 
were afCllcted with .poor -memories. 

In New Brunswick the report pre- 
sented by the commlssldn has ;not , been 
greeted with such seriousness., as Its 
wording might . demand .because' there 
Is a feeling , that it is a partisan' cam - 
palgn against a defeated government, 
and against Puesley and because the 
famous Mayes alfldavlt. rather explod- 
',-d whatever sensations were hitherto 
concealed. Yet It Is directly 
charged that widespread graft 
had existed and that Pugsley 
should bo strictly hold to account for 
the expenditures not explained. ■ •- 

In the following repor^ Governor 
Tweedlo is the Proyinciai ' Secretary 
and Dr: Fuigftley the" A'tto^ifeyiGen- 
eral to yi'Ilotn frequefit references. are 
fnade. 

report consists of eighty pages. 
The commissioners, after setting out 
the several (luestlons they were asked 
to investigate, say- in conclusion: 

We have waded through a chaos ot 
disconnected accounts, and have care- 
fully weighed all the evidence submit- 
ted, as well as studying all the docu- 
ments, orders-ln-councll, etc. Having 
thus patiently labored to ascertain If 
possible the true facts ot the case, we 
llnd a number of leading features 
governing the operations to which we 
call special attention. 

Promoted By Ministers'. 
'First — It is clear that tho enterprise 
was chiefly promoted by two members 
o£ tho Government, the -controlling ih- 
fluepC9i,pf, oi:,:Wliom was, cleai'Vy 
6yldeiit ironi- the beginning to the end. 
It is true a company was organiziid 
without any capital which existed 1ft 
name only, whoso shareholders never 
attempted to influence Its policy 
Having everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose, they left the control to the 
ex-otllclo directors, as the Government 
was putting up all the money. Tho 
company never performed the func- 
tions usually exercised by an incor- 
porated company. It was, in fact 
nothing but a disorganUed depart- 
ment ot the Government of this pro- 
vince, whatever may be claimed for It 
in theory. The policy of granting 
Oovernment assistance to any com- 
pany whose shareholders have not 
on their account; a dollar at stake Is 
unsound if not vicious. 

"Second— On the 'face of it the mo- 
tive of the promoters, as stated, was 
to develoi) the coal mines of Queen's 
County. R<!sponslbIe and respectable 
men from various parts of the l^rovlnco 
were obtained to lend . their names 
as directors, and from the fact that 
$430,000 of the total of $500,000 
authnrl-/.ed capital was to be distributed 
;is founders' sharcj, we conclude that 
the intere.=ited parties had visions of 
ultimate, large profits with tho abso- 
lute certainty of no personal loss. • - 
Fail to Materialize 
"Third— as shown in this 'report, tho 
coal mines failed to materialize. It 
was found expedient to even attempt 
to develop the mines In a large way 
Thu.s, at an early stage the original 
vlijlons of prollt-maklng must have 
departed, "and a decision culled for as 
to the aliandonmeiit of the exjiendlture 
of the $:i50,000 intended for the coal 
development. However, It would seem 
that the prospect of sijondlng large 
sums of nioiu;y under cover of the com- 
pany was too alluring to be resisted. 
Accordingly, a stage name was adopt- 
ed, and the New Brunswick Coal and 
Railway Company's existence wa.s 
continued. Uow much better it would 
have been for the Province had those 
moneys been expended directly by the 
Government and a yearly account of 
tho expenditures published in the pub- 
lic accounts! ' 

"i'"'ourtli — It Is also clear to your 
coinmlssionera that it was never the 
Intention of those controlling the 
company to Keep books of accounts for 
public information, for there was 
never any complete •working organiza- 
tion of tho company -or .special offices 
secured whereby . method and system 
could have been pursued. The mis- 
use mode of tl)9 monejfK tiie fact that 
the advance far outran legitimate ex- 
penditure, mado It Imperative that to 
conceal the truth -no uniform system 
of bookkeeping ho adopted. It Is claim- 
ed that the Barnes Construction Com- 
pany kept books whlcn could not bo 
produced, but we are by no •means 
sutlslied that they were mjt destroyed 
or that they were not intentionally 
called. l'"'r(jm th(' evidence liefore us 
and from a careful study of* the bank 
accounts and othi'r matters . by 
which wo could trace the dis- 
bursements on moneys, ^vc have 
no hesitation in saying that, es- 
pecially during 1902, the moneys use-d 
and llal)illllos incurred far outstrlp- 
])lng any legitimate expenditure that 
was being mado. The difference we 
believe to have been mlsajjiiroprlated, 
otherwise 'sufllclent money would liave 
been on hand to have paid current 
bills, leaving tho government In this 
respect a clear sheet when taking- over 
tho road In 1905. 

Interests Antagonistic 
"l''lttli— In the ' crdlnar'j' 'course of 
business the company's Intercrfts .nnd 
thoao of the province, fr'orii whom It 
received ' all its'vresaurcjtfeiWOUld have 
been In a busIne^a'Wehtfdt?aTiittlKon- 
Istlc. Therefore, ■wo* -'believe sood 
business' demandodjtl^at !tho Provincial, 
S'itct^td.r/- • ttnd' 'thiff: vAttwnoy-GimeraJ' 



, remain out of the comjmnyi- 'Thon as 
members of ' tHii '^ Government they 
Would have been In a position to have 
soon to it that stipulations safeguard- 
ing the' provincial treasury wero lived 
up to; a.s It worked out by their po- 
iiltlon In the company as members of 
.the Government, their •Inlluonco was 
paramount, representing' as they tliua 
did all the capital invested, By their 
presence 'In tho House of Assembly, 
oh-, the other hand, they were able 
from', their' •kMdVlfedee ' hnd 'i'ontrol of 
the Company's affairs 'to" 'pr'eaent such 
statements' as were necessary to allay 
the suspicions of tho Legislature and 
conceal from tho country tho true 
state of affairs. 

"Finally — Vi'd boUoVc the directors 
of the Company, and csi)eclally the 
ex-otllclo directors are responsible to 
the province for an accounting. They 
should ho called upon to submit an ac- 
count showing tho expenditure of 
^958,798.76 lOr at least that portion of 
it BUjjpIiM by. thfit provihije.,. ;'y?'h'at 
steps, should be taken to entofee .this 
-finding we hardly feel called upon to 
determine. We llnd, jnittlng the moat 
charitable con.structlon on tho entire 
transaction, that $13-1,035.35 stated in 
our recapitulation, given as ac- 
counted for was ' mlssapproprl- 
ated and diverted from lt.s projier and 
legitimate channel. Considering that 
the doors were never locked, that 
nearly a million dolla'r.s were tossed 
about without any - special guasdian- 
Ship or any- reasonable prospect of 
anyone being called on to account for 
It, it Is ; not very 'difficult- to under- 
stand how an -^amounfv .larger ' -than 
$1.14,033.35 : ml^rht' ■ well' have been 
switched from its legitimate course. 
The $;i!J,400 under-paid Evan.s and El- 
kliw on their option, we have not the 
slightest doubt, forms part of the to- 
tal shortage. Ax to who personally 
got tills money w(! are unable to state. 
The want of records, the fact tli;it tho 
secretary, George T. Allan and Solici- 
tor A. I. Trueman had died before the 
Investigation began greatly enhanced 
the dllllcultles of discovering anvtlilng 
dennlto on the above point. Tin a tno, 
many.- of the loading actors In tho 
drama did not In tiielr evidence dis- 
close with any dertainty the transac- 
tions with which their- names appear 
In the written documents. 

Refer to Deceased Officers 
"Leading wltnesse.s, with almost un- 
failing monotony, referred us to tho 
two deceased oillcer.s of tho company, 
when any critical jiolnt as to tho dis- 
posal of moneys was In (piestlon. We 
have become painfully convinced after 
examining the' evidence and tho docu- 
ments submitted to us that in the ex- 
penditure ot the public funds, provid- 
ed fOr In this enterprise, every person 
charged with a public duty In con- 
nection with the same has been culp- 
ably negligent In tho discharge of such 
duty. The degree of culpability at- 
tached to each Individual has, per- 
haps, not been the same. Some 
are guilty of negligence In accepting 
posltlon.s Of trust and In not acqualnt- 
ng themselves with what Is tran.^plr- 
ng In regard to the same, but allow- 
ing Others, unciuestloned, to un- 
dertake the .sole discharge of duties 
tho responsibility for which ihey 
themselves had asKiimed. 

"They lent their names ,Tnd allowed 
the moral influence of their liigh 
tnnding In the coinmunltv to assu"ro 
the Province tliat legitimate business 
had been followed. The' Provincial 
Secretary and the Attorney-General, 
ex-ofilclo directors, wlio were .sjieeially 
appelated by the legislature to watch 
the company's doings In tho Interest 
of the province, we consider by tholr 
conduct, open to tho gravest c'cnsuro. 
It Is tru6 that . the. Pxovincial Secre- 
tary was not satisfied -with, matters aa 
they wore golnj^, for-moro than onoo 
wo nnd, by letters and otherwise, ho 
registered objections; but It would 
seem he had assisted to call into play 
forces he could not control If ho wish- 
ed to do so, ns the bonds were In duo 
course guaranteed and the moneys 
spent under the conditions stated 'in 
tills report." 

Pugsley's Reply 
Dr. Pugsley's reply i.s a.s follows: 
» The Minister of Public Works had 
not had much time to go over the re- 
port In detail and no chance ot com- 
paring the conclusions set forth with 
the evidence. The conclusion, he 
said, wiis not only not supported by 
tho evidence In a large measure, but 
in some> Instances .^yas direetly- con- 
trary to the evidence. . 

There were abundant sign's in tho 
report that the object ot the commls- 
.sloners was to assist the Provincial 
Government to gain advantage oyer 
their political opponents,' and particu- 
larly oyer himself ratlior than to give, 
tho public full Information regarding 
the facts of the case. 

"Let mo call attention," said the 
Jllrilster, "to a few items. It will ho 
remembered that by the terms of the 
statute providing for the appointment 
of the commission, and hv the Royal 
Commission Itself their enriuiry w^as 
limited td. thp.tlme iiubseciuent "to the 
first of January, 1901, and yet they deal 
with payment of a subi^Idy to the old 
Central Railway In ■1887-i'faurfeen 
years prior to the time when the en- 
quiry should have begun, and mako 
this statement: '$1 (5,000 of the subaidy 
so aaslgned \vas p.-iid by tho Oovem-

He win outllt in Vancouver. He lias 
secured all the men he requires, hav- 
Inpr re-engaged virtually only individ- 
uals wlio had served with survey par- 
ties in former years. Tlie expedition 
will leavo here for Skagway about May 
in. It will be followed a l'(jw weeks 
later by other survey parties who will 
be (ingaged in the region between the 
head of Portland Canal and White- 
horse, as well as fiii-tlier north In the 
Alaska-Yukon territory. Last season 
he, neted as assistant to A. J. Brabazon 
in the region now about to be re- 
visited. 

To reach tho scene of Mr, Lambert's 
labors i\;lll Involve an overland trip 
of 200 miles from Whitehorso to tho 
head of White river. From this base 
line ho vvllj wprk south for a distance 
of aboqt. 18 miles through country 
abounding with, glablers and show-' 
covered peaks. So rbufeh la the region 
farther south to .Mount St. Ellas that 
in all probability it. will not bo chart- 
ed, as It Is a region of perpetual snow 
and ice neVer penetrated by man, and 
is tho home of grizzlies and polar 
bears. 

This . la.sk accompllKhod, Mr. Lam- 
bert's party wdll then return to tho 
head of \yhlto river and establish 
monuments along tho meridian lino 
for a distance of seventy miles north, 
traversing an open, rolling country. 

Mr. Lambert today expressed tho be- 
lief thiit at least four years' work re- 
mains to be done boforo the meridian 
lino, shall have been' extended noi'th to 
the Arctic ocean. , , . 



-"Ultlmatoly the. B. C. ;Bleotrlo Rail- 
way company will establish a generat- 
ing plant at the Jordan river. This is 
assured. Yesterday it was authori- 
tatively announced that the result of 
the investigations that have been in 
progress tlioru for over a year, con- 
ducted by capable engineers, has been 
tho proving that there is a sulllent How 
of water from that stream ami its 
tributaries to provide 10,000 lior.'ie- 
powcr tho ye;u- round. 

But one thing stands in tho -way of 
the immediate commencement of tho 
work involved in tho installation of 
such a plant as Is jiropo.scd wiiich, it 
la consorvatvoly estimated, will cost 
$2,000,000, That is tlio failure, here- 
tofore, of the comijany and tho city 
to come to a dollnlto settlement us to 
their relations respecting . thc power 
and lighting business of this com- 
munity. 

; If .the agreement now under consid- 
eration la carried, which stipulates 
that the .city must purchase tho local 
holdings of tho B, C, Eleotrlb Railway 
company at. d valuation before under- 
taking to supply tho public with that 
in which they deal, it is probable that 
tliere will bo no further delay. In fact 
it is allirmod that. In such an event, 
the matter of obtaii.ing an ai)propria- 
tion of the amount reiiuired to give 
the tramway company the added power 
needt.i for thu proper conduct of their 
system, would be taken up with tlio 
ilirectors with all possible dispatch. 
That the sum woidd be granted, it is 
alllrmed, is beyond question. 

A. B. Carey, C.E., of the lirm of 
Gore & INlcGrogor, who has been em- 
liloycd by tho B. C. Electric Co. in tlieir 
prelindnary work on tlie watershed 
of the Jordan river, left for there yes- 
terday. Me expects to bo away" for 
some weeks. 

His report, it is understood, is in 
the hands of those by whom he is em- 
ployed, *ad his present mission is be- 
lieved to bo in conncjtlon onlv with 
details, tho essential points of ills re- 
searches .having, as stated, already 
been established beyond peradvcnturc. 
Tho Proposed Plan. 

The plan that will be adopti-d in 
harnessing tho Jordan river and other 
waterways of that district, it is learn- 
ed, has been i)repared and ap|iroved. 

According to these the most imixis- 
ing features of tlio project is the con- 
struction of a series of reservoirs. 
How n)any of these will be laid down 
hasn't been decided. Tlial there will 
be at least live there is no doubt. The 
majority will be situated well in the 
Interior, practically where tho river 
and some of Its most Important tribu- 
taries have their source. By placing 
these "pooketis" on the watershed 
there will be collected, during tho rainy 
season, a large amount of water that 
at present Is wasted. 

These will be connected one with tho 
other by means of pipes. It Is believ- 
ed that there will be no-h^cesslty for 
utilising this reserve. 'supply ' In the 
course of the winter. ,' DiJrlng this sea- 
son 10,000 horsepower may be main- 
tained by moans of tiic natural How. 
But as the dry season progresses and 
the river volume decreases tho en- 
gineers llgure that the reservoirs will 
have to be called Into si-rvlce. The 
judicious use of this additional supjilv, 
brought into , the river at different 
liolnts by the piping, will keep tho How 
up to the point required and give the 
amount of ])ower desired tliroughout 
the. twelve months. 

Jordan River Reservoir. 

The construction of an immense 
reservoir almost at tho moutli of the 
Jordan river Is a part of tho scheme. 
It is through this that it Is projiosed 
to regulate the 'supply. For instance 
it will he at ;i normal height while 
the str earn is full and, iis it ftill.s, even 
in the sli.glitest <legree, the fact will bo 
ai)parent. Tills will bi- the signal for 
the utlll/C,-Uion of the iniUK-nse reserve 
that it is intended to store away in 
thc afori^mentioneil series of "pocliets," 

Immediately below the lowest resiu-- 
voir will bo phu-ed the generating 
jilant, ciiuli)i)ed with iiowerfui and 
thoi-ouglily mnd'-rn maehinei-y, 'J'hrough ! 
it the hn.rnessed \vate»r^ will jiass, then:- 
by generating tlic 10,000 horsepower 
that Is wanted. 

Over a single wire tlie "juic,-" will 
be transmitted to Victoria, a distiinco 
of /iboiit forty miles. 

Mr; Carey and tho$e associated with 
him are convinced that there la enough 
water available at the Jordan rher 
watershed to assure th6 tramwfty com- 
pany all the power required now and 
for a good many years to come. They 
point out that to secure more water 
it only Is necessary to construct more 
r(\serv<drs. It is thought that the 
com], any, at the outset, \\-ill be content 
to i)rovidc the iiumbei- iniliciiteil, al- 
thoi;gh It is doubtful whether the in- 
itial outla.v would be undertaken were 
It not for thc fact that exiierts state 
that tho source may be developed to 
such an extent that the needs of the 
company will be guaranteed for the 
future,

show that the water fall at the .Jor- 
dan Heights and at Ooldstream is 
much lie.-ivier tlian in any nf the dis- 
tricts adjaei-nt. As between those two 
I)olnts the former has the' best of tho 
argument. Water gauges are still In 
use and are being n-ad at Inte'-vals and 
the results reported to the nlUcials of 
the electric raiUvay comriany.

There- are few 
lainilles in which . there are not old 
heirlooms which it would be a shanio 
to destroy, however little their intrin- 
sic value. ''. : 

In looking over our .possessions sueh 
precious tbini?s should be preservifil. 
It they are out ol" jilacit ia drawing 
room or cabinet still we ean lind a 
re.stlns' place fur tliem, where those 
who value lliem can loiil; at tliem when 
the>' will. In tlie.se hw^y days we are 
too much IneHued lo loi-get in the anx- 
ieties and bustle ol' i\\v i)resent, what 
^ve owe lo till' inist, and should not 
bi: in Icio ureal haste to aestroy any 
inenienli) that calls iii) tender nieaiorli^s 
or maUi-'S lovintr tlioufjlils. 

There ar,e un the oilier laind, many 
lliin.L;s wliicli \vi' have, perpaps, been 
able lo re|ilaee with olhers more usi:- 
I'ul or mure liaudsoniu. Tliese some' »!' 
us store away in allies or cellars or 
]ierhaiis send to an aueliou room to lie 
solij lor the v<!riesl trille. Would it 
nol be kinder as well as wiser to look 
aljout us and see if there are not am- 
ong our friends and uctiuaintances, 
some to. whom these pieces of furniture 
would be a real boon. If we do not 
know of any such need, a little Inqulrj- 
will scarcely fall to discpvor it, and 
an agent can bo found through whom 
the .pre;sent can be nmde withut hurl- 
ing the-:8pirlt of honest Independence. 
The work- of the Friendly Hell) and 
other charitable societies, valuable' aa 
it Is, does not reach till who, whIU; 
lierliaps, not in need, would lind lil'u 
! much ea.sier I'or the help ot kind neifjli- 
I bor.s. \'lctorla is not yet so large ;i 
I city as lo make it hniiossible to taUe- 
I an interest In those wlio live near us 
I and to e.-clend helj) where we luiow It 
I is needed. The table, the bedstead or 
the shabby armchair which will iirob- 
ably never be needed by Its owner 
I again would serve a go(jd piiri)OHe in 
i the hoivie of some mother ;!".e need of 
I whose large family prevent her spend- 
ing even the small sum such articles 
I would bring at an auction sale. 

It Is the clolbing, however, that 
needs the e.xerelse of tile best judg- 
ment. Will Nellie ever be able to wetir 
again tlie pretty winter dress her 
mother is aljoul to place carefully 
away? Is there any possibility lliat 
J'Yank's suit will fit bim next season? 
If not, why not send the frock to some 
mother wlio, in the matter of dress, 
cannot afford to observe seasons and 
inaye some ..otlicr lad . s^iug and tidy 
for tile ne.\;t few months.. 

How many suits of men's dotliing 
are- getting moths in atlcs- -while iabor- 
er^'TSpendrrt^ ehr.', hardlx,"e,arnecl7.<lojlars 
for others far Inferior? If any lady , 
would ltrtt)W how often these are need- 
ed ask Mrs. Field at the Mission or 
the. olllcers of the Friendly Help so- 
i clety. Sonio man who has been ill or 
jierhaps a stranger who has been 
working on a new farm In the count- 
try from which returns have not yet 
begun to come in, would lind even a 
shabby suit useful. It will be an ef- 
fort to . offer .such beli- to these biil 
It Is vorv seldom tliat if nutde in the 
right s])l'rlt, the offer will Juirl. iiveu 
if not accepted the thouglit of the kind- 
ness and symi)atliy which prompted 
tlie proffered liuli) will do good. 
■ Then there is tlic great accumula- 
tion of magazines. In nine cases out of 
ten would It not be better to send each 
1 as soon as read to some friend, to llu! 
1 Si-amcn's Institute or the- Old Men's 
1 ilome? These are the i)laces lo which 
! periodicals usu.illy liiid lliuh- wtiy, but 
I they are sold .-uid often so sliabliy that 
I more IhiUi half their value i.s lost. 

IMany of those periodicals are ke])l 
[ for reference but in most liuuses the 
I back luimbers become a nuisance, to 
! bi- dusted daily till the housekct'iu-r is 
I temiited to tlirow them into the lire. 
I But more than e-nouKh has 1kh;u said 
' to afford a hint lo those who are ready 
\ to taki- it, of tile good we ina\- do by a, 
1 wise bestowal of these ])i)HSessions 
I which lia\-u outli\'ed their usefulness 
tin our own liomes. If, with tliem some 
I uf us give wiiat we could very well 
i iisi- (lurselves, pei-haps no great hai-ni 
will have been done. And while we 
are jmitiiig out of oiu- iionies all tluii 
is unsightly and lULiking them as bright 
and beautiful as our means will allow, 
would we not be wise to put out of our 
liearts the prejudices and dislikes that 
whether well or 111 founded have 
brought us unhapplness and hindered 
US from doing all the good that lay in 
our power. 

After their brief holiday lln! ciilldren 
will go back to scliool today to 
lliiish their year's wori<. How many 
(jf their mothers and fathers lia\e, in 
the nine months that have elapsed 
since the children graded, taken the 
trouble to get acquainted with the 
tetichers and lo learn whether thi'y 
couUl not do something to forward the 
Iirogrc^s of their boys ami girls an<l to 
assist the teacher? 'J'hero an.', In til- 
most every case, ways in which the 
parents coiil'_i do this and tin,- want pf 
.symiiathy and co-oi)er.;ilion between the 
liome and the school is resiionslble for 
many failin-es. Teach_i-rs are left to 
Jind out, with great lo"ss to IIk! [juihI, 
of defects in hearing, sight, or in gen-i 
oral .lealtb. .Flvi; minutes' talk at flie 
beginning of thi.> term woulil often jire- 
vent much trouble and misunderstatKl- 
Ing. 

In our graded schools it Is vi.'ry h;ird 
for the teacher to visit all the parents. 
In the case of troublCSOtno*pupils this 
Is generally done. But ,tho knowledge 
wliich mothers and fathers could give 
of the character? > of their girls and 
boys would be. qult^. as. vo-luo-blo In the 
c;ise of the sbod as of. the bad boy or 
girl. .Thpre .is no onp .whose .Interest 
in their children's progress should bo 
so groat as that oC the father or moth- 
er. This iK too often forgotten by 
the busy teacher. 

If, on the one hand, tho parents' 
knowledge Is ot value to the tea(dier, 
on the other, the teiicher knows many 
things about the piii)ll that the parent 
ought'to learn.. - Kspecially is this the 
case with the older boys ami, girls, 
'i'he woman or man Is not lit to hax'e 
charge ed' the advanced cl.-iss in tlii' 
liublic school who ctmnot give sound 
iulvice as to wh<.-tlier it is wisi^ to send 
the boy or girl to tlie high school or 
whether be or she would be better at 
work. '^^"1 more la this true' of hicb. 



.scliool teachers. They should be able 
to discover the tendencies of their pu- 
I)lls and to learn for what work or pro- 
fession tliey are best suited. 

The Idea that it is the business of a 
teaclier to llil the minda of bpya. and 
girli with so many pages'.VOti-'^.boplc' 
knowledge In various subjects and 
tliat then his duty !f. end»d Is brie' that 
is responsible for many of the failures 
in education of which we hear so much 
in these daySii',^;NothIng i Which con- 
cerns his .pupirs'Jv/^ a matter 
ot Indifference to the good teacher. It 
is :for this reason that co-oporatlon 
between the home and the school life of 
necessary. There would be far less of 
mischievous and unkind criticism am- 
ong i)upils if parents and teachers 
knew one tuiother well. There should 
not b(^ as great a break as there Is 
between th honi and the school life of 
the young. The sooner parents and 
teiichers allki- reall'/.e this, the better 
for the children. 

Far the greater ]jarl of the world's 
work must be accomiillsheil by manual 
labor. It is true there will always be 
needed those who will direct this labor 
wisely, but, ;the work must be done. 
That education nicich tends to draw 
thi^ mass .Of . 'the people in a country 
fro mihe' farin, the mlijfS. ;the factory or 
tlio workshop cannot but. Have a bad 
result. This has been too much the 
case In the past. '-'A new era seems to 
have begun. The farmer Is beginning 
to learn, not that the more he knows, 
the gr.i'atiM' oi)porluiilty will he have 
to make bis living al some profession 
other than farming, but that the bet- 
ter I'liucated he is the better farmer 
he will make.

.schools the boys learn that it requires 
all their intelligence to direct their 
hands tr, fashion the wood Into the re- 
ciuired shapes. In many cities these 
are technical sehouls. One has just 
been ojiened in .Mmitreal capable of 
leaching three hundri-d students to be- 
come exports in mechanical engineering, 
electrical engineering and to work :it | 
the foundry or tlie forge. Woodwork- 
ing and patternmaking are also taught 
the pupils. Such work must be gi'eatly 
extended If Ca^kdiahs are to bo fitted 
for the work that*lles before them. It 
our own children, are, to, take their 
-share In the" ihaltlng of bur'-' country 
they must be taught not. only to work 
but to love their work. Unless we are 
to import our skilled laborers from 
foreign countries and to have among 
us a race who are but bowers of v,-ood 
and drawers of water wo must teach 
oar boys and girls tliat no honest 
wiu-k is to bo despised, and that a 
man's dignity does not depend on the 
means h(< lakes to earn a livelihood. 
'J'housands of masons are needed to 
carry out the work of one architect. 
There must he hundreds of men in 
every congregation. There will always 
bo room for the loaders of thought 
and for the captains of labor. But the 
arir.v would not exist without the rank 
;ind {\\(\ and the great body of tbo 
nation must be working men and wo- 
men. In the old meaning of the word. 
The wiser these laborers are th(> 
greater will be the nation. To teach 
children this will be, in the future, 
the task of Canadian mothers.

"I observe also' that' the report as- 
sumes that the Interest paid was ap- 
proximately $92,000. The commission- 
ers do not give any details as to how 
this Is made up but when it is borne In 
mind that the interest paid covered a 
period ot about seven years — from 
I'JOl to 1908— and that the o.xpenditure, 
outside altogether of the interest la 
admitted to have 'ueen upwards of 
5700,000 and that the company during 
part of that period was paying be- 
tween six and seven per cent. Interest, 
I think it much more likely that the 
Interest account would run up to a 
very considerable sum— probably $50,- 
000 or $60,000 — more' than' the amount 
stated in the report. 

"From those instances- it will bo 
easily seen that it is impossible to at- 
tach mucli value to this report and 
that In order to arrive at a correct 
conclusion one should have a detailed 
statement of all the disbursements aa 
well as the receipt-s. Including a de- 
tailed statement of the Interest 
cliarges,

PRINCESS CHARLOHE 
MADE NEW RECORD 

Beat Fastest Run IVIade By 
- Sister Liner to Seattle by 
■ Two Minutes 



Breaking all previous records by a 
margin of a minute and a half, the 
new C. P. R. liner Princess Charlotte 
made -a.fast run to Seattle from Vic- 
torla'bnVSunday. The ^ime from full 
speed to .slow boll, from Brotchle ledge 
to Seattle harbor, was 3 hour.s 14 
minutes, which Is just I'/a minutes bet- 
ter than tlio fastest time made by her 
fast sister flyer of 'cho throe-funnelled 
fleet, the Pj-lncess Victoria. Her best 
time to Seattle, made last summer, was 
3 iiour.s and IG minutes. Tlie Princess 
Charlotte went out from the harbor 
slowly with all sLx boilers in use. and 
snioko pouring from her three funnels. 
t:apt. J. W. Troup, superintendent of 
the British Colutiibia coast steamship 
service of the C.. P. R., and Mr, Mc- 
Gowan; superintending engineer, were 
among ti\e passengers, 

'The fast trip of the Princess' Vic- 
toria, which was the mark set for the 
Victoria-Seattle trip until Sunday, was 
made on Sunday, Juno 11, 1905. The 
Princess Cliarlotte wa.s handicapped by 
fresh southeast brce?;e, which was a 
liead wind all the way. The time at 
which the various landmarks were 
passed Is as follows: Brotchle lidge, 
at 1:15.30 i'.. m.;, Point Wikson, 5:42 
1>. m.; Point no point, 0:29 p. ni.; West 
iioin, 7: 15.30 p. m.; and Four-mile rock, 
7:2i! p. m. ,Tl)ti' slow bell was rung 
at 7:30 p. ni. ' 

The officers of. the now liner are con- 
fident that she will make much better 
time Avhen a more favorable oppor- 
tunity offers. 

The engines worked perfectly on 
this, the first, occasion of tlie new- 
vessel having been "driven, "and arc 
expected to work better on another 
trial after the engines hiivc "settled." 
The record made by the Princess Vic- 
toria \v,ns not accomplished until lifter 
the vessel iiad.^been In connmlBslon 
five years.

"While the Dominion government 
liydrographic atoainer Lillooett was en- 
gaged In making survcya for the new 
coal port at Boat harbor some dangers 
to jiavigation have been located. The 
agent of mftrjn^e. atTVlctoria, B. C, has 
received information from the officer In 
charge of the survey of 'Boat harbor, 
near Dodd Narrows, of the existence 
of a dangerous rook, .nearly in the 
middle of the harbor, with a depth of 
nine feet on it at low water, ordinary 
tides, wliich will be known as Harbor 
rock. The rock bears from the nortli 
entrance point S. 57 degrees E., 1 4-10 
cables, and from the northern extreme 
of the island in the bay N. 37 degrees 
E., 2 cables. The north entrunco 
point can be recognized by a., con- 
siilcuoua barn and other farm-'build- 
Ings. 

1'be sliallowest part Is marked by a 
temiiorary cask buoy, painted red, and 
a rocky ledge extends from the buoy 
to the point. The position is latitude 
N. 4a degrees, 5 minutes, 28 seconds; 
longitude W. 123 degrees, 47 minutes, 
32 seconds. 

^'ossel8 approaching the wharf 
should keep to the southern shore, 
which may be approached to a distance 
of half a cable. A temporary spar 
buoy moored in G 1-2 fathoms has been 
lilaced at the southeast extreme of the 
reef, which dries at low ivater, at the 
northern entrance to the harbor. 
Latitude N. 49 degrees, 5 minutes, 40 
seconds; longitude W. 123 degrees, 47 
minutes, 40 seconds.

Under the customs 
regulations vessel.s may Jjut into ports 
otlii'r than ports of entry under stress 
of weather or otlier luhavoitlable'j Clr- 
cunu^tances, but have but 48 hours in

, Amid the most tearful run-ibllngs, 
lexplo^ions and eruptions,- another isl- 
i'ahdMvks born to the Bogoslof group, 
near Unalaska, about March 10. For 
ten days prior to- the island's poking 
Its peak above theSwater line the na- 
tives on the other Islands within a 
radius of 100 miles were aware that 
the earth was In a most violent mood, 
and for days preceding the appearance 
of the new land the craters on the 
Bogoslofs, the group north of Una 
laska Island, were belching lire and 
throwing out ashes and sand. 

Just 'What is the size of the now 
Island could not be learned. Capt. R, 
B. McKay, who has been master of the 
Dora for the post year, afid who brings 
the news says ■, that- the 'native could 
not bo Induced 'to dpproaoh , within 
many miles of it, mereiySreturning 
and declaring that a-j newi-ipeak: was 
visible, and was throwing off '' vast 
(luantltlcs of steam. 

Copt. McKay reached Unalaska on 
March 12 with the Dora, and was at 
once informed about the phenomenon 
by Nicholas Grey, agent for the Alaska 
Commercial company, and Deputy 
United States Jlurshal C. H. Harmon, 

"They told mo that the island must 
have beeii'^ born about March 10, two 
days prior to my arrival, for suddenly 
the rumblings ceased and the fire from 
tlie eruption on Bogoslof isLand ended," 
said Capt. McKay last evening. "Be- 
glnlng about March 1," ho said, "the 
white men told iriiJ there was a series 
of rumbling.s, which became more pro- 
nounced every day. in a few days 
these rumblings " were accentuated 
by occcaslonal loud explosions, which 
increased in violence and frequency 
us the days went by. Then either old 
or new Bogoslof burst out In flames 
and thd roflectlbiirbf the fire was vis- 
ible in the sky at nighttime and could 
be lioen from the high points near 
Unalaska. 

"The marshal, desiring to know 
what was occurring to tho westward, 
sent Indians off to see wliat had oc- 
curred. Tliey returned and said they 
w-ould not go near the place as there 
was tiro on Bogoslof and a now island 
was visible to them. "When questioned 
they could give no further Information 
than to say tho new Island wag neas 
the two Bogoslofs, and was covered 
with steam, which Indicates that tho 
rocks Of the newi?eak wdTe.StlU'Kot. 

"By the next ' tri pi of the 'Dora' Mr. 
Gray and Mr. Harmon will have visit- 
ed the island and wIU have examined 
the entire group, paying special atten- 
tion to Bogoslof,- itself a volcanic Isl- 
and, which rose from the sea May 18, 
1786.' 

Capt. McKaj^ brings word that never 
has tho weather been so severe or 
the snow so deep on the coast of the 
At^lska peninsula. At Chlgnlk tho 
wharf owned by the cannery company 
.Ijrolto ;down,i from ;;the weight of tho 
'eight feet ofsnbw packed on it. As 
for the sailor man. It has been a con- 
tinuation of dirty weather all winter, 
and the little Dora had to buck moun- 
tainous seas continually. 

The codflshers had a very bad sea- 
son, heavy weather and a lack of fish, 
which seemed to avoid the regular 
grounds, giving the hardy winter fish- 
ers one of the worst years they have 
yet experienced, -f . >i 

Two codfisheri;Vflre drowaed, says

TO ENTER MANILA 



CLAIMS HOLD-UP 

WAS A TTEMPTED 

Fishing Company Which. Carried Ship, 
wreck Crew of Lucille South Seeks 
$3,000 For Services 



Trial of a suit Involving an alleged 
holdup In the Far North was begun 
yesterday before Judge Seawcll. The 
ship Lucilo was wrecked .it tho mouth 
of the Ugachek river on August 19, 
1908, and her crc\v of 163 forced to 
land. Aixangcments were made by 
George M. Anderson, superintendent of 
the Red Salmon Packing company, for 
their transportation to San Francisco 
by the bark Paramenia, owned by L. A. 
Pederspn, trading under the name of 
the Bristol Bay Packing company. 

Pederaon brought suit for $3,000 un- 
der an alleged contract, but Anderson 
declares that the flrst contract was 
that the remuneration ahould'be very 
moderate and should bo fixed on ar- 
rival in San Francisco. 

After tho men were on board with 
their provisions, he says, Pedcrson 
forced him to sign the later contract 
by threatening to leave the entire 
crew on shore. Anderson says there 
was no place for the crow to go and 
they had not enough provisions or ade-' 
quate shelter to go through tho long 
Arctic winter. He says $2,000 was 
offered and refused.

Mariners are not anxIouB to take 
their steamers into Manila harbor, ac- 
cording to statements being published 
by the. newspapers of the Philipiiino 
Island port. Capt. Austin, of the 
steamer Minnesota, is unwilling to take 
his vessel inside the breakwater. In a 
letter published at Manila he says; i 
"Xotwlthstanding the ligures on the 
chart of Manila bay, which I have Just 
received, rclatlvcr to the depth of wa- 
ter Inside tho breakwater, the recent 
experience of tho Pacific Mall steamers 
Asia and China and the N.Y.K. Mikko 
Maru, all those vcsselB having ground- 
ed, and being so much sinallor than 
tho Minnesota would deier mo from 
taking tho ship -inside." 

Capt. Austin continues: "I under- 
stand that the difflculty is not so much 
the lack of water at the buoy to which 
tho bigger ships are assigned, 'but the 
restricted area for manaouvcring a 
large ship." ' 

It is understood that when tho 
Minnesota left here her master was 
free to act as he thought best at Ma- 
nila. It Is possible that he may do jja 
did the Pacific Mail liner Mongolia, 
which visited Manila some time ago, 
but did not venture Inside the break- 
water. She remained at the naval sta- 
tion .at Cavita, some seven mlloB from 
Manila, and Manila papers state that 
this resulted In much Inconvenience to 
tho passengors, who had to travel to 
and from the steamer by launch. 

Cementing on conditions In tho 
harbor a Manila paper says: 

"From tho letter of tho Minnesota's 
master It would look as If the Insular 
authorities would oC necessity have to 
bestir themselves in regard to deepen- 
ing the harbor if tho business interests 
of the port continue to clamor for tho 
Visits of steamships of langeV fohnage." 

Since American occupation of Manila 
a huge; breakwater has been .constrtict- 
ed 'to/protoot the inner harbor. This 
Is liberally sprinkled with buoys, many 
of the regular lines having their own 
mooring stations. The charts give a 
minimum depth of thirty feet inside 
tho breakwater, but tho fact that sev- 
eral vessels have recently touched tho 
bottom has cauaod masters to become 
skeptical. One of the criticisms of-' 
fored by mariners, among them ca.p- 
talhs in the Blue Funnel lino. Is that 
the Inner harbor is toe limited to allow 
big vessels to manoeuvre properly, and 
.masters familiar with conditions state 
that Capt, Austin's point Is well taken.

Bay scions to defer tho submittal of 
thoir by-laws to tho ratopavers until 
more of the latter are convinced of 
the necessity of adoi)ting tho scheme 
it outlines or they must change their 
plans in some ^\■ny to meet the views 
of the residents of the iiiunicipalltv.
